Patrolman Jernr North approved of the identification in the 
name of t Jilliaia A. Gurvi ch as an investigator for the Office 
of the District Attorney of Kew Orleans. All the arrest 
records check cards disclosed that these subject vjere being 
checked for narcotics violations. 

Clark Sharon Sunmers was approached ty V.'illiam Gurvich and 
presented an arrest record check card, stating that he would 
like to check all the people in the files with the last name 
of Caripo GITR\1C" stated that hs would likely know the right- 
Campo if he had over been arrested by this department. Due 
to Y±ss Summers kindness GURVICH presented her with 1967 
MARDI C-RAS car pass to use in the event she came to New 
Orleans for this event.
